act «if comity, and the right to wercite that 
privilege it dependent altogether upon tbe law* 
ofthwttate. The United State* (rnvernuieut 
ha* no power or authority whatever to u*e any 
jail or prUon within thit state, fur any purpoae 
whatever in time of peace, except such a* may 
be ejcpres*lj given by the IHWI of thit ttate. 
Your committee do not believe that the right 
to uso our prisons by tho United States govern- 
ment had anything tivdo with the admission of 
Wisconsin into the Union, or ha* now anything 
to do with her right to ttay in, and therefore
